EDITORIAL 


NO PEACE YET 


IN PARIS, THE FOREIGN MINISTERS STRIVE TO AVERT A NEW AND HARSHER ISOLATIONISM 


On July 2, 1921 Dempsey knocked out Carpen- 
tier, Babe Ruth got his 30th homer of the sea- 
son and President Warren G. Harding signed 
the Knox Resolution officially ending America’s 
war with Germany. Harding was visiting his 
pal, Senator Frelinghuysen, at his lush estate 
near Raritan, N. J. The afternoon’s golf ended, 
they sat on the veranda, enjoying the breeze 
and the hospitality of the cellars, the fame of 
which was excelled only by the host's renown 
as a dry. Suddenly there appeared on the placid 
scene a White House messenger bearing the 
peace resolution fresh from Congress. Freling- 
huysen, in a ludicrous miscalculation of his- 
tory, summoned his family and friends, trans- 
ferred the scene to his drawing room and there, 
thousands of miles removed from the theatrics 
of Versailles and eons removed from the cru- 
sade of Woodrow Wilson, Warren Harding 
dipped his pen to make a separate peace and 
thus begin the isolationist era so painfully re- 
membered now, 


Stage Setting 


Today, 25 years later, it is perhaps the most 
illing commentary on our times that in vi 
tory we cannot even have a peace conference. 
We were supposed to have one in Paris starting 
May 1, but the French logically decline to issue 
invitations until there is some indication that 
the big powers can agree, The Foreign Minis- 
ters of Russia, Britain, France and the U.S. 
scheduled a meeting in Paris this week to try 
again to close the gap which was left after the 
Ministers met in London last September. That 
meeting broke up amid much double talk about 
“procedures.” ‘The real trouble was that Rus- 
sia’s plainly indicated postwar ambitions in- 
sited not only a very complete domination of 
the Balkans but a positive ascendancy of power 
in the Mediterranean as well. The shock of 
these ambitions foundered the meeting. All 
winter the deputies of the Foreign Ministers 
have been meeting almost daily in London and 
their perseverance has only been equaled by 
their intransigency. Comrade Gusey, the Rus- 
sian deputy, is not a yesman, 

What are these points over which the dep- 
uties have been haggling and which engender 
international bitterness? They are not mere 
debating points for diplomats; they are pawns 
in one of the deadliest games of this generation 
and the next. First is the Italian peace treaty. 
Three main points remain unresolved: 

a) Reparations. Russia wants Italy to pay 
her $100,000,000, plus $200,000,000 to be 
divided among other countries at_war with 
Italy, a total of $300,000,000. The U.S. insists 
it cannot pour relief into Italy only to have 
reparations just about complete Italy's ruin. 
Britain, which has had strong economic ties 
with Italy, wants the Italian market restored. 
The Russians don’t seem to give a tinker’s mal- 
ediction about Italian recovery. They see ma- 
chinery and rolling stock and want it. This 
issue may be ironed out by transferring some 
Italian ships to Russia. 

b) Trieste. Russia is strongly backing Tito’s 
claim that Trieste should go to Yugoslavia. 
When this same problem arose after World 
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War I, a so-called “ethnic line,” Italians on the 
west side, Slavs on the east, was drawn approxi- 
mately down the center of the Istrian Penin- 
sula. The U.S. still believes an ethnic line is the 
proper one, but such a line leaves Trieste in 
Ttaly, and the Yugoslavs, with Russian support, 
have been adamant in their demand for this 
vital port 

c) Colonies. The nub of this is that Russia 
has demanded exclusive trusteeship over the 
Italian colony of Tripolitania, The U.S. insists 
it is against exclusive trusteeships on prin- 
ciple, not against just this particular case, 
which wouldialter the balance of Mediterranean, 
if not Atlantic, power. This approach may re- 
quire fast footwork when the consideration 
veers to Pacific trusteeships. But whatever the 
ultimate U.S. position, it is a fair bet that Brit- 
ain will not permit a preponderance of Rus- 
sian strength in the Mediterranean without 
war. Therefore the issue is just that danger- 
ous. So is the issue of the Dodecanese, which 
the U.S. proposed be demilitarized and trans- 
ferred from Italy to Greece. The Ru

ch are the problems directly raised by the 
Italian peace treaty. There is a second group of 
problems on the agenda at Paris which are in 
some respects more immediate, more defiant 
of answer and which contain ever greater num- 
bers of seeds of disaster. These are the Balkan 
problems. Any treaty with Bulgaria, for exam- 
ple, seems out of the question at the moment 
because the U.S. could not accept the present 
ment, a mockery of the “truly rep- 
* government provided for at Yalta. 
equally difficult, one rea- 
son being Russian delay in proposing a border 
with Rumania in Bessarabia. 
are tangible obstructions to peace. 
And until that peace is written, Allied troops 
remain in Italy at the expense of the impover- 
ished Italian people. Soviet troops, 1,800,000 
of them, remain in the Balkans. The Damo- 
clean sword of economic uncertainty hangs 
over most of southeast Europe. The people of 
border areas cannot settle down. Trieste will 
not be rehabilitated until its ownership is de- 
cided. 


Sheep and Snake 


It has been said that the Balkan countries 
are like a sheep halfway down the snake’s 
throat, with the U.S. and Britain vainly grab- 
bing at its heels. The Balkans are the most im- 
portant surplus food area in Europe. The Dan- 
ubian basin is a great natural trading area for 
all of Europe. The U.S. wanted the Balkans, 
like all the rest of the world, to be thrown open 
to progressively freer trade. The U.S. and Brit- 
ain’ proposed that the Danube be interna- 
tionally supervised for the traffic of all. The 
Russians are saying, with actions, “No.” But 
to cut off this food and this trade from the rest 
of Europe and to reorient it exclusively within 
some new Russian “sphere” would incal- 
culably affect Europe. It would precipitate end- 
less frictions if not catastrophe. 

In these arguments Americans can be glad 


that their State Department, for once, is ener- 
getically right. It was a pretty good world that 
we envisioned for our enemies. Our treaties 
were to contain guarantees of freedom of 
speech, worship, political belief and public 
assembly. We had no selfish purposes, or at 
least very few. We did not underwrite any re- 
actionary status quo or any system of economic 
exploitation, We were against such, even when 
this brought our policy into conflict with 
Britain’s. 

Though we believe we are right, we must not 
he self-righteous. The Uncle Sam that is master 
of the atomic genie and of a military potential 


that has just astounded the world may not Jook 
as amiable in Moscow as he does here. Moscow 
particularly fears the solidification of the 


Anglo-American bloc but is itself the architect 
of it. Even the U.S. loan to Britain, which was 
originally, and correctly, aimed at the construc- 
tive purpose of facilitating a return to private 
enterprise and freer international trade, has 
begun to take on aspects of military nece ' 
However, Moscow must learn that all this is 
largely reaction to Russia’s apparently bull- 
headed determination to dominate the Balkans 
and to extend its influence interminably. 


The Chance 


It is true, as darkly hinted in Washington 
and London, that there is an alternative to a 
general peace treaty negotiated simultaneously 
by all the principal belligerents. It is a peace 
made separately from Russia. It is a measure 
of the present chaos that this suggestion is ad- 
vanced. It would not lift the iron curtain; it 
would merely ppt it. Such treaties would 
signalize the solidification of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican bloc and might, indeed, become imple- 
ments for lining up allies. They would usher in 
an era of isolationism between East and West 
alongside of which the Harding variety seems 
innocent indeed. 

Something must be done to end the present 
drift. Secretary Byrnes’s invitation to Russia to 
discuss a $1 billion loan and concomitant Rus- 
sian participation in a freer economic world is 
good though stupidly delayed. At Paris the world 
is being offered another fair chance to sweep up 
some of these plaguing problems and thus to 
start clean. If grasped, this opportunity can bring 
new hope to a world whose peace aims are drift- 
ing into war talk. There is still time and Paris 
in the spring is a good place to hegin.

Oklahoma City starts big drive to 


wipe out syphilis and gonorrhea 


Last week Oklahoma City was in the midst of the 
biggest medical carnival that ever hit the South- 
west. Urged on by announcements on the radio, 
blaring loudspeakers, billboards and posters, the 
city was responding by the thousands to a mass 
test for venereal disease. A minister opened his 
church as a testing station (see above). All persons 
between 12 and 50 were offered free examination. 
At the end of 15 days more than 13,000 had been 
examined with an infection rate of about 2%. At 


the end of the 45-day campaign ending May 15, 
125,000 will probably have been tested. 

The survey is being conducted by the U.S 
Public Health Service in cooperation with the city 
and state. It will cost $75,000. For those found in- 
fected free treatment is offered. Gonorrhea cases 
are given a single penicillin injection. Syphilis 
requires a ten-day penicillin treatment. If the 
Oklahoma City test is successful the U.S.P.H.S. 
will move its epic program to other large cities.

A matador called “The Monster” 
becomes the new idol of Mexico 
and disrupts the whole country

N A BRIGHT, sunny after- 
O noon last December a 

slender, _hollow-cheeked 
young matador from Cérdoba 
made his first appearance in the 
bull ring at Mexico C His 
name was Manuel Rodriquez a 
he went by the professio:

By the time Manolete had completed his Mexican tour in March 
the country was emotionally and to a certain extent financ 
devastated. Strong men had wrung their hands in an excess of emo- 
tion; beautiful women had forgotten their careful Latin code of 
conduct; good fathers and family men had spent the family’s 
grocery money on bullfight tickets, which, in the black market, 
reached astronomical prices. 

For three months Manolete dominated the Mexican consci 
ness. His admirers were known as Manoletistas and wore 
and gold replicas of the matador’s elongated, dolorous profile on 
their lapels. Some, wearied, flashed cards saying, “Please do not 
talk to me about Manolete.”” The matador’s infrequent appearances 
in public caused traffic jams. The Monte de Piedad (national pawn- 
shop) estimated that the influx of jewels, typewriters, radios and 
other readily negotiable articles increased 40% during Manolete’s 
reign and attributed it to the wild demand for bullfight tickets.

In 1934 he had become a novillero, or killer of 
novillos (bulls of less than four years), operating 
in provincial bull rings. By 1936 he was good 
enough to be billed at a novillada in Madrid. He 
had learned to handle himself well, but no one 
was heard to voice the opinion that here was a 
man whose name would some day be spoken 
reverently in the hypercritical circles of aficién. 
The Spanish civil war then intervened and 
created a hiatus in bullfighting. Afterward Mano- 
lete got back to the bull ring as fast as he could. 
He began to develop a subtle style, eldsico yy de- 
purado (classic ‘and pure), and in 1942 he won 
a place on the cartel for the annual Seville 
fair, one of the world’s greatest bullfighting 
events. Almost immediately he was acclaimed 
as a great torero. An influential bullfight critic

News of the Spanish bull rings is close! 
lowed in Mexico. In Mexico City the late Gen- 
eral Maximino Avila Camacho, brother of the 
president, owner of the bull ring and a man with 
a finely developed sense of the profit motive, 
soon sensed the implications of this fast-rising 
star of aficién. He sent off to Spain shrewd, so- 
phisticated Antonio Algara, manager of the bull 
ring, to see what he could see. 

Manolete’s affairs were and are managed by an 
ex-bullfighter named José Flores “Camara,” a 
dapper, bald-headed little man. The contract 
which he managed to get out of Algara made 
bullfight history. Not only did the impresario 
have to pay a minimum of 60,000 pesos ($12,- 
000) in Mexico City and 30,000 pesos in provin-

cial towns, but he also had to pay the wages of 
Manolete’s cuadrilla, or corps of assistants, and 
likewise pay the Mexican income taxes on the 
matador’s earnings. As a consequence Manolete 
left Mexico richer by approximately 1,220,000 
pesos ($252,000) than he was at the start of his 
campaign. 

Aside from his tremendous skill in the ring 
and his remarkable capacity for making money, 
‘The Monster is an ordinary, thin, tired-looking 
young man with excellent nerves. The nerves are 
a necessity outside the ring as well as in it, since 
a successful matador is to a large extent pub- 
lic property. One of the three rooms in Suite 201 
in the Hotel Reforma was constantly thronged 
with Manoletistas, male and female, waiting to 
offer a compliment or gift, get a nod of recogni- 
tion or an autographed picture.
